Well, spring is here and that means it's time for the second grad newsletter. Geneseo 
has just begun to recover from the worst ice storm in its history - my own place was 
without electricity (and therefore light, heat, and hot water) for four days. However, 
the Geneseo party spirit made the best of the situation and resulted in a Chapter 
gathering including the Brothers and Postulants in a kerosene-heated, propane lit 
room. Coming only two days after Final Bids, the impromptu AXP party showed our 
Postulants some of the closeness of Brotherhood. 


The Chapter tried dry rush for the first time (in accordance with our insurance 
requirements). Without alcohol fewer men came, but out of the 13 men who came to 
the informal, 6 became Postulants- a higher ratio of success than ever before. Also, 
the entire costs for the rush season (advertsing, informal, formal) were less than 
$100. The officers promise me that as they get the hang of P.R. and such, the success 
rate will improve further.The alumni should commend the undergrads for 
successfully implementing a strategy difficult in beer-soaked Geneseo. 


Alumni support continues to be great. We've had visits from: Craig Norris '88 and 
Kurt Niendorf '90. Ken Noto sent a veritable tome consisting of some recollections of 
his days in Geneseo, some historical data about pledge classes going all the way into 
the 60's, and a lot of fraternity songs, few of which we would want to share with our 
families (unless they're particularly liberal about those things). 


The Chapter is attending the National Council meeting April 7, 1991, at Syracuse. They 
will be making a brief presentation on their efforts so far and hopefully will meet the 
expectations of the National Council. Considering that by April they will have: done 
five community service projects, all Brothers’ initiation fees will be paid, all 

Postulants' fees will be paid, met with the advisor (Dr.Cook) twice monthly, met with 
the Greek advisor once monthly, doubled their numbers in one semester, and are 
planning an Alumni event, I see no reason for not having high hopes. 


Phi Zeta Chi's 11th anniversary is Friday April 19th, 1991. An organized celebration, 
concentrating on our alumni (esp. the Founders) is being planned for that weekend.

As some of you may have noticed, the new issue of the Garnet & White has the wrong 
phone number for the Chapter, and omits the officers of both the undergrads and 
grads. This is a screw-up on the National/G&W's part. The addresses given above are 
the correct ones to use. 


The local Geneseo Greek scene is topsy-turvy, thanks to our new college president's 
zeal to transform the Greeks and abolish hazing. Consequently, Dr. Satryb informed 
the Greeks that as of Fall '91, the present IGC will be disbanded and replaced with an 
NIC affiliated IFC and a Panhellenic. Those organizations wishing to be recognized by 
the college must join the new Greek council and agree to abide completely by the NIC 
tules (even if the group is a local). The college will then announce the new Greek 
council as official and send memos to the parents of freshmen that announce the 
change and that only certain Greeks are affiliated with the college. Greeks choosing 
to not affiliate with the NIC IFC may still use school facilities just as any student may, 
and they also escape surveillance by the administration. So far this semester, 
recognition by campus has meant forfeiture of First Amendment rights, denial of 
legal representation at disciplinary hearings, and other "privileges". It also entails 
discrimination, as the sports teams and PIGS all have practices that are considered 
hazing under the law, and yet they are immune from administrative attacks. Although 
AXP does nothing to violate college rules, follows NIC rules, and disagrees with the 
hazing practiced by some of the other groups, the Chapter feels that the abuses of 
civil rights in the name of expedience and limiting of the college's legal liability 
cannot be supported or tolerated. Our advisor, the National Office, and now you have 
been notified of what's going on. If you have any input contact the undergrads or me 
(I meet with the Greek advisor periodically and can give alumni input). 


Do you like the new logo? I still need more input from you all on stuff like that. 
That's it for now, and hopefully we'll all see each other in April at the Founders' Day 


bash.

Some alumni have asked me what it means to be a member of the Grad Chapter, what 

the requirements are, and what they'll "get out of it". Basically, the Grad Chapter was 
formed to let us keep in contact with each other after our graduation (or other 
separation from this fine institution) and also to put us in a position to render aid and 
advice to the undergrads. Although the Chapter was hurting for funds after the 
reorganization (the house fund was plundered by the pre-split Chapter, and the 
Chapter was left with all the debts that the old group accumulated) and any alumni 
donations would be appreciated, the undergrads know that most of us are in no 
financial position to be whipping off checks to Geneseo. What was expected, and 
largely obtained was the moral support, advice, and knowledge of the alumni. 
Whether or not you realize it, those of you that took the time to visit, write (or in 
Rand's case - record), or call did more good than any check could. 

This should encourage those of you who as yet haven't called or written to do so. Yes, 
a lot's changed in the Chapter and Genesco (the big excuse from a couple of alums), 
but if you honestly expected AXP or the town or the college to stay forever as you 
knew it, you've deluded yourself and are taking it out on the undergrads who are as 
proud of the AXP tradition and Brotherhood as you were when you were here. 

I heartily encourage you all to pay your National Grad dues (which are optional), 
your "local" Grad dues of $20 (most of the money for these newsletters and the postage 
so far has come out of my pocket), and to write or call me or the undergrads with 
stories, advice, opinions, support - whatever you've got. You'll get more out of it than 
you put into it - that statement still holds true at the Grad level!! 


After the convention in Richmond, a Grad Chapter/ Housing Corporation seminar 
was held.

The Fall '91 Postulant class was initiated November 9th, and now Erik Ansley and 
William Geist are Brothers of Alpha Chi Rho. 

The Postulant Education Program, overseen by Regan Mahoney, consisted of 
education in our National and local histories, as well as time-honored Geneseo Crow 
traditions as shirt-and-book night, banner night, and the Fall Brook clean-up. The 
men are proudly carrying on the Wall and Spooge and Alternative Fraternity 
heritage, as well as the 97-year Alpha Chi Rho tradition of Brotherhood. 


The undergrads are bringing back the original "Friday the 13th" party concept, 
meaning that the party will revolve around live music and fun. Friday the 13th, for 
those of you unfamiliar with the original concept, involved live bands, a cool T-shirt, 
some beer, and was a lot of fun for AXP to throw and everyone to attend (although it 
rarely made much money, it generated great PR). By the mid to late 80's, finding 
Friday the 13th's during the semester got tough, so the concept got switched to 
"Flyday". Originally this also revolved around the music, but as attendance and profits 
grew , the parties became little more than kegfests. The "spirituality" of the whole 
thing disappeared. So now, with the rebirth of the Chapter, the guys want to go back 
to the original version. They've hired (with the help of Brother Tim Flick) a band 
called "Cold Sweat". The event will be held in the CU Ballroom, Friday, March 6. The 
actual Friday the 13th that month is the first day of Spring Break, so the guys pushed 
the event back a week.

I've had responses from concemed alumni about dry rush and its impact on our 
Chapter - specifically, low tumouts for rush events, leading to small classes.

Don't get the idea that the guys are monks 
and never cut loose, they still have a blast, but in the area of dry rush, they know that 
tules are rules. 

It'd be real easy to say "screw it", throw an old-style party with kegs and bongs and bash 
the other Greeks to get the numbers up, but if AXP is really The Alternative Fratemity, 
then we should stick to our ideals and do what's right- not what's easy. It'll pay off for us 


big time in the long run.

I hate to do this, but 
I'm asking those alumni who didn't give the first time around to come up with whatever 
they can to help the undergrads lower the inherited debt. Anything between $20-$100 
from most of the alumni would help tremendously, but any amount works.

On April 11th, a delegation consisting of six undegrad Brothers, three Postulants, 
and one alumnus (yours truly) set off for Cornell University in Ithaca, NY to petition 
the National Council for the return of Phi Zeta Chi's charter as soon as possible, 
hopefully by the end of Fall 92. After sitting through six hours of preceding business, 
Phi Zeta Chi was brought up. Much to our surprise and delight, a motion was made and 
passed to return the Phi Zeta Chi charter IMMEDIATELY. We, in turn, surprised the 
Council by presenting them with a check for $550 to help pay the Chapter debt. 

Kudos were given to the undergrads and our alumni for the 180° turnaround in the 
Chapter. Although we had originally only pianned to stay iong enough to make our 
petition, several Brothers ended up staying long enough to participate in the 
reinstitution of our Cornell (Phi Theta) Chapter and celebrate both our and their 
"rebirths". 


The response to the last "Old Crow"'s appeal for help in reducing the Chapter's 
inherited debt was phenomenal. A large portion of the check presented to the Council 
was made up of alumni donations. All the alumni who wrote and sent their support 
and money are owed a great deal of thanks. They made the $100 loan from the Grad 
Chapter possible, and some alumni donations were in the unbelievable triple-digit 
range. Other alums who couldn't afford to give financially did the next best thing and 
wrote letters of support commenting on the great job the Chapter has done. Exerpts 
from these letters were given to the Council, and the comments also helped National 
reach their decision to take the Charter from alumni safekeeping and give it back to 
the guys. Thanks again for everything.

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As mentioned in the last newsletter, the rush rules in Geneseo have been revised, and our 
undergraduate Brothers took full advantage of the situation by holding several well-organized rush 
events. The result was the addition of eight Postulants, which means that the Chapter has added 17 
men during the 1993-94 academic year, bringing the total membership to 32 men, with only two 
that left in May. Our numbers now meet or exceed those of the other fraternities in Geneseo, 
which, aside from the other obvious benefits of reaching a “normal” size means that we are no 
longer at a disadvantage image-wise with other Greeks and rushees. Once again, I'd like to 
reassure alumni that the increase in membership is not being done haphazardly for the sake of 
getting numbers - the Chapter is carefully admitting men into the Brotherhood, and with our appeal 
increasing, we can be selective and still increase our numbers. 


This year’s Chapter Founders’ Day Event was a success, despite the usually cold and damp 
western NY April weather.

Burkes. Grad Treasurer Kevin Monaghan was inundated by alumni handing him cash and checks 
for graduate dues. Keith Burkes presented his beautifully hand-painted brick for the Phi Zeta Chi 
“Wall”, setting new artistic standards for future Geneseo Crows to have to live up to. 

This year we had six Phi Zeta Chi Past Presidents in attendance (in order of their terms: 
Noto, Chiulli, Niendorf, Whitehead, Bord, and Nelson). Hopefully we’ll up this number in years 
to come, especially next year, because......... 


Speaking of Chapter Founders’ Day, the one in 1995 will be special, as it will be the 
Chapter’s 15th anniversary. The Chapter (undergrad and grad) is currently trying to figure out what 
sort of festivities to hold to commemorate our sesquidecennial (yes, it’s a real word). Should we 
have a catered affair, hold the dinner at a party house/banquet hall, or keep it cheap and mellow? 
Should we order special glassware, shirts, come up with a logo, etc.? What we need is input and 
plenty of it. What we would also like is some sort of attendance commitment, especially from our 
Founders/Charter Brothers (without whom our anniversary would be a moot point ).

At the 92nd Annual 
Convention just held this August in Harrisburg, PA, our Chapter was the recipient of several 
honors/awards, including the Risk Management Award (won for the second time in three years), 
being named a Landmark Chapter, receiving a Library Award (for beating the All-Men’s Average 
GPA), and the Attendance Cup (for having the most Brothers at Convention).

At Convention this summer, a major change in Fraternity business was approved. Due to 
decreasing revenues (lower Postulant class #’s, high accounts receivable, low Grad dues 
response), increasing Convention costs, and a dearth of legislative material to bring to Convention 
on a yearly basis, a proposal was put forth to hold Conventions on a biennial basis, beginning in 
1995. After much spirited debate, both before and during the Convention sessions, the proposal 
passed. All four of Phi Zeta Chi’s Convention delegates voted for this proposal. We understood the 
circumstances which necessitated this move and also thought that the advantages to the Chapter 
(lower yearly Convention assessments and other costs, likelihood of greater alumni attendance). 

The next step is for the individual Chapters to vote on the measure in Council, and for all 
the Graduate Brothers in good standing to vote from home. Grad Brothers in good standing (i.e., 
Brothers who have paid their National Grad dues) will be receiving a ballot. A three-quarters vote 
of the Brotherhood will make the rule change official.If you receive a ballot, ISTRONGLY URGE 
YOU TO VOTE FOR THIS MEASURE, as it will ensure the financial health of our Fraternity at 
the National and local levels. As a veteran of eight Conventions, I can tell you how great 
Convention is. However, the cost to each Chapter and to each Grad Brother increases each year, 
despite Spence’s valiant attempts. This legislation gives us an extra year to save up the money and 
plan (getting time off from work, transportation) for each Convention. If you have paid your 
National grad dues and do not receive a ballot, contact National HQ.
